O ſpeake of Kingdomes may bce as 
fall of danger, as 1t 1s of dithculne. 1 
knew not . Gd” has how to endcuour 
an apter vnion of truth and lafety, then wo 
ſpeake of kingdomes in the words of a King, 
My text was Pei dclwuered by a Prophcr,and 
hath becne {ince coyned by a King 1 letters 
of gold, a mertall not more compact , then 


| the kingdomes he vnited. The Kang is the 


bappinelſle of this day, and God the glory of 
i, and the day is the thanketull Hiſtorie of 


\ both. This day, in which, the expedition of 


the Diume bouncy did by the righe of Coro- 
nation preuent the act of Coronation, which 
graciouſly yeelds to the letſure of Ceremo- 
nie. and of the ſubject; who notwithitanding 
doth not make his King , but declare himz 
Our approbation and joy, though in them- 
ſelues they are of anarurall libertie, being 
yet in this politicke relation bur parts of Al- 
leageance; which then 1s compleate, when 
we prooue our memory to be as good aſub- 
ject, as our vnderitanding and our will ; and 
by the loyall Aſtronomie of an Almanackz 
no lefle faithfully repreſenc vnto our fc! ucs 


the reuolution ot ourjoy ; then of our ume.

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No Coronation needs ſuch repeated folem- 
nitic; cucry Coronation expects it; and this 
{ingularly delcrues .There 1512 no Corona- 
tion an Vion of heads : there 1s in eucry Co- 
ronartion an ynion of a head and a bodic; but 
i in this there is alſo avnion of bodies: and 
| chen proportion as well as pietie ought to} 
| preſume an vnion of hearts. Varictie is the 
pleaſure of rature:but Vnitic 15 the bufineſſe 
of Nature, And therefore chough the Crea- 
tor hauc in the diucrſitic of creatures ſhewed 
his power: Yct hath hee as much in their v- 
nion ſhewed tus proprictie, T1 here is implan- 
ted in the creatures a Catholike {1militude, 
which is the ſecret caufcat a poilible vnion; 
& fo Diverfiry mayſecme toarile, but trom 
acceſſion of circumſtance , which bewg . 
withdrawne, makes the creatures retire to 
their primitive vnity, And if you would ſee 
this vniie m the creatures, behold firſt the 
Heauens , which indced dclerue to bee farit 
bcheld; and though ſome Aſtronomers haue 
accuſcd them into ia dnuſion. o: Spheares, 
yet may wee ſuſpect ſuch dwutlion to bee ra- 
ther in the Aſtronomers then in the heauens: 
and theretorc ſore haue courteoul]y preſer- 
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ued che vnitie of that great body, by multi- 
plying onely the morions of the leſſer bodies, 
the Starres: yer diuerfitie of Sphearcs would 
notouerthrow vnirie, but magnific 1t,whilclt 
the interiour Orbes doe at the ſame inſtant 
proteiſe a contrarictie and an obcdience to 
the firſt moouer, {trwuing to recompence the 
varictic of their bodics, by the conſent of 
their motions, Bchold the Elements, and 


you ſhall find, that though they are apt co 


quarrel}, yeras if they would [hew the good- 
nefſe of a haſtie nature, they arc reconciled 
with equall facility and ſpeed, and ſometimes 
tall ſo farre in loue with . wy encmies, thar 
they ſceme to loſe themſelues , whiles th 

runne halte way to mecte them, Thus Frey 
the tire delight to be cxtinguithed into ayre, 
that it may Ide neerer vnto water, as well in 
nature as 1n affection. And for apreparatiuc 
roſuch vnton,two oppoſite elements haue al- 
wayes by proudence, one friendly element 
nterpoled , which cunningly perſwades 
them to a peace by the dilcretion of indiffe- 
rencie. Behold the moſt ſullen mmerals,that 


' feeme to be lcthed in the {toiciſme of their {c- 


parated natures, and you thall find cherr pre- 
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rended obftinacie ſo conquered to a change 
by the vnited power of Narure and Art, thar 
they {hall ar lealt diſſemble their difſimilt- 
trades, and euenthe fowlelt appeare as faire 
as the promiſes of an Alchermit. Or it you 
thinke you are not able to judge the heart of 
the carth , you may reade this vnirie un the 
face of thecarth : you may readc it expoun- 
ded in the fruits of the carth : you may lee the 
ſeucrall kinds of the apple dwell vpon the 
ſame applc-tree,by whichfriendthip of nou- 
riſhment chrough their grafts , the growth 
and truit is not more manifeit, then an eale 
vnitic in theirjuyce. But if you would by a 
neere inſtruction fee the obedience of the 
creatures , it diſtoyned, to returne to vnitie , 
© you may from your ſelues inſtruct your 
ſelues; and when mans bodie fais-oft trom 
his ſoule,in that one d1{=vm1on behold two v- 
n1ons., and nature haſtning to its farit fimault- 
tude. You may ſce the body put-on an hum- 
ble corruption, and be content to returne to 
/ as vofeigned duſt, as that whuch 1s the fogd 
and curſe of the Serpent; or that mto which 
every bealt mult bee confounded; that i7 the 


athes of Alexander and his Bucephalus kad 
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beene put in one vrne, Ariſtotle himſclfe 
could not haue diſtinguiſhed them either by 
Philoſophy , or by flattery. You may like. 
wile by theeyc of the ſoule ſee the ſoule ar 
its ſeparation ſo refined by fimilitude into 
ſpirit, that it is readie to miſtake nt ſelfe for an 
angell, as if is knowledge were at the ſame. 
time pertec&ted and deluded, Nor will it one- 
ly imnare the likenefle, but alſo the othce of 
an angel, and {hal at laſt be ſent ypon a mef- 
fage ro 1ts 6wne body , which 1t will take vp 
as-an angell will rake vp both the body and 
fonle, * But becauſe the ſfoule can aſcend 
higher by contermplarion, then 1t can by eſ- 
lence, it may behold the beginning of vaitie 
1m all things,. by beholding ls who is the 
begmning of all things, Im whom wee may 
ſeean vnitic in a diution, and {hew the Ma- 
thematician a myiticall petHibility of the dr- 
uiding of a point, whiles wee may behold 
God not multiplyed, and yet diuded into 
perſons. Now though man benotcapable of 
the myſterte, yerhe 1s of the in{truction,and 
may with as. much caſe as delight vnder- 
itand, that God 1s ſo delighted with voie, 


that it 1s alwayes either his nature, or hs 
worke.

worke.. It was the ame wildome which dif- 
penſcd Adam into Nations, and contracted 
them againeinco the houſhold of an Arke. 
God created angels in multtude, bur hec 
made man in ymiie; hee gaue excellence to 
them), but ro man Supremacie: the chiete of 
angels being in heauen but a ſubject, bur the 
chietc of men being on cartha King. And 
thoughan angell bee more like ro God for 
purity, yet man 15 more like him tor produ- 
ction, An angell can more ſubtilly vnder- 
ftand his' owne hikenefle ; buca man more 
'powerfully can alſo partly beger his owne 
ikeneſTe, being made a Depuric Creator.and 
therefore he is a King, becauſe he 1s a father, 
A kingdome by nature is but an enlarged fa- 
mily; and the firſt'King begot bis owne fub- 
jects; anda farther by - Romane Law had 
once as jutt power to cxccute his ſonne, as to 
prefſeruc him. The Law of God, which com- 
mands our obedtence to a King, commands 
it for him by the title of a father, Adam was 
by God and Nature the King of Mankind; 
and Nature would haue delivered this king- 
dome to his firkt borne. Nor had it beene a 
miltake:Nature ſaw jult cauſe why he {hould 


haue

haue ſuccecded, though it did not ſeca juſter 
cauſe , why hee ſhould not ſucceed : and 
chough the Dine juſtice changed the per- 
ſon, yet it changed not the Law. lt did inter- 
rupt it, bur not mo it; and therefore 
the Royalty goes {till with che Elderthip. 
Thus he that was the tir{t King , was before 
his people; and this agrees _ the courſe of 
nature, by whoſe in{truction wee know, that 
in the method of eucry birth , which 1s not 
peruerſe, the head 15 elder then the body. Ag 
then both angelsand man tooke their begin- 
nivg trom one God : {o all oiher men tooke 
ther begining from one man. And God 
hathnot onely honoured this vnity in ſuccel- 
{ton, but alfo preſcrued tby ſuccellion, So 
fome Kings ſupply bmth-righr by victory, 
and forme by cicction;though toelect a King 
be as much newes to nature as to adopt a Fa- 
ther, and it did firſt ariſe from nece{hrie and 
conucniency 1n families, whom the blcihing 
of multitude had diſpers'd and mixt, And 
though it were often among the Genclles 
continued by faction , and | Sarole rms at 
firſt entertayned by Fancy ; yet God in the 
Wiſedome of his .diume mdulgence did 


grant 
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grant their deſire , and chaſtize it; giui 
- them a King by choice, bur it was alſo by his 
owne choice;he did nor 1n the cle&tion com- 
mend election, but Monarchie,which makes 
families ſo wiſe,as to become a Nation : nay, 
which makes Nations ſo wiſe, as to become 
a Nation : and by the witty happineſle ot v- 
nity, to prooue one to be ſtronger then ro. 
It 1s as great a dithculty, as a bleſſing tor bre- 
thren to live in one Nation and triend(hip ; 
bur it 1s as great a wonder as a ble{ling, when 
Nations becotne brethren, and are diſtingui- 
ſhed rather by number then affection. A- 
braham and Lot were almoſt brethren , and 
ts they were diunded; that they might nor 
diuided, Iacoband Eſau were brethren, 
and though one wombe could contayne 
them, one Countrey could not : bur lacob 
mult flie, & Eſau 1s as ready ro hunt Him, as 
Veniſon. Bur Cain was at that diuiſion with 
Abel, that the fame world could nothold the 
both: and yet hee kild him for he knew not 
what; it was about Gods fauour,but not for 
it. Thus experience can hardly find vnion 
there. where reaſon would thinke it hard to 
tind a diwufion : Vnion 1s the happincſle of 
man, 
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man, and the accuſation : it being more en- 
tertayne+by inferiour creatures, which ra- 
therpoſlelle it, then enjoy it; then it is by 
man,who likewiſe doth more vynderſtan ir, 
then enjoy it. And yetit is ablefling not fo 
excellent for the raritic , as for the increale 
it being by nature of that thrift and cunning, 
thatit growes in goodneſſe by growing in 

eatneſſe,and from number receiues cxcel- 
hw The vn1ion of families into a Citie , as 
it doth conquer affections vato peace, fo ic 
ſelfeis conquered into a perfection by a grea- 
terynion: The vnion of Cities into a king- 
dome, tries the goodneſle of a King : bur 
the vnion of kingdomes tries his wifdome; 
the ſumplicicie of juſtice becing enough to 
manage one kingdome, but two will require 
the myſterie of wifdome. When Nature y- 
nice> people into a kingdom,it doth bur work 
by an bumble ſafety + bue when it vnites 
kingdomes, it workes by the tran'cendent 
power of loue and glory ; this excellent vnt- 
on being as much the delight, as thermitati- 
on of Nature. So thatalthoughitariſeomc- 
times by accident from cauſcs le{{cnaturall, 


as from pride,and force : yet the diuine wil- 
CG dome

dome hath in all ages condernncd and recti- 
fied fuch ynion ; {till fuffering a great part of 
the world by a happy raſhneile co runne it 
ſeife into Empires. In each of which, -mee 
thinkes, we may obſcrue ſome eminent and 
diſtinct blc{{ing, which attends and honours 
the vnion of Nations. It you will wipe-off 
che duſt of antiquity from the Chronicles of 
the Aſſyrians, you may in that vnion of Na- 
rions ſufficiently diſcerne the bleſſing of 
peace; witneſle their plantations, wherein 
they more employed the trowell, then the 
ſword. Witneſſe their rower of Babylon, a 
worke and corruprion of peace ; for which, 
Gods accurate juſtice did fo aptly correct 
them , that it made the ſame rongues, 1nro 
which they werecurſt, deliuer the hiſtory of 
the curſe. Wimeſlc their City of Babylon 
more famous for the walles, then tor the 
Kings; though nor ſo famous for cither,as for 
cheir captiues, the Tewes, The Afſyrians 1n- 
deed made ſome cxcurſions by the ſword: 
but it was rather to vary their pleaſure, then 
diminiſh ir; or vatowardly to prooue their 
poſle(Tion of a peace, by their abuſe of it; will 
 atlalt they did notſo. much pollclſe peace as 
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vice poſſeſt them, and now haue wellneere 
loft their ſtory with their Empire; which 
"ſtood almoſt as long after the Floud , as the 
World from its beginning to the Floud;ſuch 
continuance as fairely approouing their yni- 
on, 2s their deſtruction did condemne their 

abuſe of 1c. 1f you will view the Perſian Mo- . 
narchy,you may in that vnion of Nations ſee, 
that which moſt deſireto ſee, the blefling of 
wealth;wealth enough to pleaſeand torment 
tolly in the inuention of expence. Wineſlc 
their feaſts, in which they labourcd no lele 
with curioſity, then with ſurfet, and by a 

ſtrange convullion of gluttony , drew their - 

ſkomacke and their palate into their cye: 
wirneſſc their wiucs, whom they adorned. 
NY more then their owne ſoules, or then their 
ods: witneſle their warres, wherein their 
wilde Xerxcs mg mankind againſt the 
Athenians; an act,that yet might haue beene 
excuſed by the fame kfrrrpcrtnd that con- 
demned it , had hee come to conquer rather 
their wits, then their Countrey ; witneſTe 
their feare, which made Darius through a 
delire of peace and infamy , preſent a bribe 


greaterthen his feare, and as he hoped;grea-

ter then Alexander, If you will view the 
Grecian Morarchy (though you can hardly 
vicw r either tor the Jultre,ortheſri'tneſle) - 
70 may mn that vnion of Nations (ce the 

!c{ling ct glory; the glory of Alexander 
further exrended then his ambition; as 1i hee 
had becne Emperour of Fame, as well as of 
Grecce:ard by this Eftay of immortality had 
beene Hatterc ater death , or recompenſed 
thus for the hortnefle of his life;zwhich affor- 
ded him leiſure rather ro deſtroy an Empire, 
then erect one, Yet his glory was like the 
Sunne's, though rot his courſe; which was 
towards the Ealt, and when by victory hee 
made the Pcr{1ans bow vnto him he changed 
their Cbedicnce,but nor their Religion, fince 
they did ſtr]]l worſhip the Sunne. And thus 
he was made a God according to his dettre; 
a Godin this lite, beyond his deſire; a God 
as vaine as his deſire. And furethe warld by 
0 much beholding the glory ot this Sun, 
hath (till before xs eyes the dazling images 
ol 'this Stnne , that now -{carce can lce 
Greecefor Alexander; who hath ſo obſcured 
tis Country by illuſtraung of ir, chat «n may 
ra:her boalt of 2 Monarchthen a Monarchy,

If you will view the Monarchy of the Ro- 
manes. you may in thar vnion of Nations ſee 
the blethng ot EK of Mn. ot ſuch con- 
tidence, that it might hauc dar'dro arme an 
enemy, and deride him : fttergth of ſuch 
firmeneſle, that vice could not overcome it, 
bur by a new way , rrakirg it grow more 
wanton by victory , then by peace. You may 
bchold the degrees of their {trengrh ; they 
threatned Parthia,, frighted Egypt, {trucke 
Germany, wounded *paine, burdeltrcyed 
Iudza, You may behold the arts of ther 
ſtrength ; they corquerd Xgypr with its 
ownecorne,and made that their itorehoute; 
they corquer'd Spame with 1ts owne gold, 
and made chat their mine; they conquered 
Germany with its owne people, apd made 
that their Campe. | hey could make no ad- 
uantage of Parihia, where they receiucd too 
many wounds: and did make none of iudaa, 
where they gaue too many wounds ; and all 
this while there came nething from Rome, 
but the courage and the {word, And thus you 
ice the bleflings which ſo conſtantly attend 
the vnion of Nations , that ſometimes they 


attend the equiuocall yniun of Nations, For 
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there arc Nations which are vnited in cruel- - 
tie; tharmurderthe Chriſtian, and (which is 

worſe) wound his foule, whi'es they ſlight 

his Chriſt, and by an arte, which the lew 
ſtrangely forgor, put his Sepulchre co vſe. 

Ard yet theſe Nations enjoy by preucntion, 

as ranke pleaſure as they [hall be decerued of 
hereafter by the torgery of their Mahomer : 

who was better it ſcemes at the erecting of a v 
| | conſpiracy, then of a Paradiſe. Thus euery 
vnion of Nations 1s either rewarded with a 
benetit, or at leaſt arrended with a benefit. If 
Nations then will deſire peace, ler them de- 
fire vnion : ſo ſhall the Figge and Grape bee 
ripened as much by peace, as by the Sunne: 
ſo {hall wee be made as ſecure by neighbour- 
hood,as by winc and innocence: fo may we 
atland be as free from the ſuſpition of 1nju- 
ric, as from injuric; and the Merchant in his 
Voyage (hall feare but one tempelit at a time, 
bauing no other enemy bur the Sea, If Na- 
tions will deſire wealth, letthem delire vni- 
on: ſo may the labourer be no lefle the ma- 
ſter of his owne gaines, then of his induſtry: 
ſo may the Citizen haue his coffers forced 


open, not by the hand ofthe ſpoylcr, bur by 
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the ſame gbundance that fils them : ſo may 
the Countriman not need to cate his ſheepe 
from the Souldier, but may teed vpon them, 
and yet ncuer hurt them ; nay , grow fatter [ 
with the wooll, then with the fle{h,and make 
the fleece keepetheſheephcard as warme as 
the ſheepe, 1t Nations will deſire glory, let 
them deſire ynion : ſo ſhall ther wiſdome, 
which began their happineſle, exceed it;and ' 
r be extended like their dominion: and be ex- 
tended beyond their dominion:ſo {hal juſtice 
triumph for hauing more leiſure, then occa- 
ſion ro exerciſe it {clfe:fo {hall learning helpe 
wiſdome and juſtice both in their practice, 
and in their fame by conuerghing them into 
ſtory almoſt as immortall, as their good- 
neſle, If Nations will deſire ſtrength , ler 
them deſire ynion : ſo {hall cuery one bee: 
what Cain ought to hauc becne,his brothers 
keeper, eltceming himno le{le apartof his 
care, then of his bloud; ſo {hall they bee a- 
fraid to (hut the gares of thar Cines, which 
they were afraid to leaue open, leſt that, 
which before was counted wildome, ſhould 
now bee interpretcd diſcourteſic ; ſo may 


their Haucns expect more danger "ou 
their 
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their owne [helues, then from thegeet of an 
enemy : ſo may they preuent thole triwall 
ſupremacies ;in which che fragmenrs of Natt- 
cvs haue delighted and perithed, Was it not 
this, by which Greece Jolt its fame, before 
its liberty ? Was not Athens with Sparta ad- 
mucd like the Perſian? But was nor Athens 
againlt Sparta derided like the Perſian? As 
then the vnion of Nations 15 a blefling al- 
wayes molt excellent for the kmnd: fo doth it 
then become molt excellent alſo for the de- 
gree, When 1t w betweene Nato” « which 
haue becne enemies, and when as thoſc cene- 
mies hauelikewiſe beene friends; their ficit 
friend!hip making their di{lention admira- 
ble, and their dillention making their {ccond 
friend{hip admirablc Bur becaute example is 
the molt legible character, ler your vnder- 
{tanding deſcend into your ſenſc,and behold 
ſuch nations:behold Iudah and Iſrael.v hich, 
when they were, were not 2ble to inſtruct 
themlelues; and fince, they hauenot beene, 
haue inſtructed the World, Bchcld !udah 
and lirac!; who had they ftood yn iided, 
bad itood; and yet they were once fo vnited, 
tat wes can fcarce diuide them 11to the: 
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names of Tudah and Iſrael ; and you wiil de- 
light to behold them, as they were vnited» 
You may ſee them vnited inGods fauours : 
who made his other creatures pay their ſer- 
uice to theſe creatures. Hee made the carth 
ſwallow vp a ſedition with the ſeditious Co- 
rah from among them ; hee made the waters 
at the Red Sea flie faſter from his people, 
then his people did from the Egyptian: Hee 
madcthe moſt incxorable earth the Rocke 
relert into a ftreame of waters and amaze 
ment vnto them: Hee madeatree ſweetcn 
water for them; which was ſucha frune of 2 
trec, thar Paradiſc it ſelfe was vnacquainecd 
with it: Hee made the aire feed them with 
meteors, compacting it into the damty mi- 
racle of Manna and Quatles : Hee made the 
fire ſo mindfull a Guide to reach them by 
the ſhape and embleme ofa pillar, on whom 
in their pilgrimage they ſhould relic, that ic 
forgot its owne nature which would haue 1n- 
clined it to an aſcent in a {harper forme: He 
made the Sunne wait vpon their victory,and 
encreaſe ir; by mulrplying the day,as he did 
his fauours. You may. behold them vnited 


in aftlictions;they had made bricke together 
in 
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in Egypt, and were as hot with indignation, 
as their worke with the fire;bemg _ VcxXt 
with the kind of the. labour, then with the la- 
bour ; they had been tired together im the 
wildernefle, not fo much wuh not comming 
to their journies end, as with not knowing 
when they ſhould come to it. Forty yeeres 
werethey grieued with the diftrult of their 
owne expectation, and forty yeeres was God. 
grejued with the diſtruſt of their cxpectati- 
on; they had in the w{derneſſctor their mur- 
muring, beene bitten with fiery -»* Ah 
finne of their tongues being puniſhed with 
the tecth of the Serpents; their murmurin 

tongues being like ticry Serpents , by w bich 
their ſinne was chaſtifed and expounded. 
Thus you ſee how God vnited them : bur: 
now you {hall ſee how they diuided them- 
{clues ; and as if they had remembred thar 
owne plague onely to imitare it they become 
hery Serpents one to another. When by [uc- 
ce{lion oftime and children they had ſpread 
themſchues into the breadth ota Kingdome,,. 
Gods fauour raiſes them to the height of a 
Kirgdome, which they quickly.duide 7g 
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had not elſe beene to their minds; it had not 
elſe beene like their minds, which were 6i- 
uided. Icroboam purs on the perſon of a 
King, though nor the right; and by the ſub- 
riltie of Treaſon vndertakes to diſtinguiſh 
Iſracl from Tudah. Hee could have vnderta- 
ken nothing harder, bueto haue diſtinguiſhed 
leroboam froma Traitour, Yet he goes-on 
in his crime and cunning, confirming his di- 
uifion ofthe Kingdome by a- dwuiſion of Re- 
ligion. Had Ahitophel lined m his time, hce 
+ had certainly bang'd himfelfe tor enuy of 
this wit ; and I wonder Machiauell Id) not 
chule Ieroboam, rather then Czſar Borgia 
for his jdoll of a Prince. What Ieroboam be- 
gan by erecting two jdols (the number was a 
oboe memornll of ws diui{ion;)Baalha continucs 
by the credting of a fort; that as Icroboam 
had renounced the Religion of Iudah, fo 
hence-forth hee would renounce the com- 
merce with ludah, Afterward Ori te ſhew 
| the inuention and addition of a ſucceſlour, 
| ereQts a Citic agamſt Iudah. Iſracl had a Kivg 
before, but not a T hrone; and now Samara, 
as it is the younger, ſo will it alſo be counted 


the taircr. And it were well if the quarrel! 
D-2 werc 
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were but in opinion ; and yeticis but for o- 
i0ion, But ambiri6n, whole cnd is alwayes 
2x folly , doth often vie wickedneſlc for its 
meanes. Wherefore Ichoalh, who came at- 
ter theſe in time, though neither in emulari- 
on, nor in confidence , yan. his Samaria 
not perfectly vp,as long as leruſalem was per- 
fectly vp, was vamly prouoked, and as vain- 
ly oppoled by Amaziah King of ſudah; and 
with the ſpeed of the ſame fury , throwes 
downe the King and the wall of Ieruſalem. 
Yet when he had choſen his owne bribe, the 
ſpoilcof the Treaſury and of the Temple, he 
rerurnes lcauing behind him nothing bur the 
hope of reuenge, and the God of revenge. 
And when the heires of theſe 1njurics were 
repaired to ſtrength , their projets encrea- 
ſing with their fury , they made their conte- 
deracie reach as farre as their intamy, | liracl 
therefore by preuention combines with the 
Syrian, who was not ſtrong, yet hee was 
ncere; Judah combines with the Aſſyrian, 
whoſe fame was as good as neighbourhood, 
and his power better, Thus you ſee how la- 
mecntably they diuide themſclues; but now 
will you ſee how lamentably God —_— 
them?

them? ludabs wrath cals the Aſſyrian againſt 
Ifracl; and Gods —_ brings him. 1fraelis 


immediatly in a bondage of feare,and Sama- 
ria it ſelfe in the bondage of a ſiege. Thus 
were they taught to lole their liberty, and ac 
laſt by caprtuimc to forgetit ; they were be- 
fore tranſported with their owne fury; and 


| now by the fury of another : they were car- 


ricd fromthepleafure of their malice, and of 
their countrie, Bur was nor Tudah too glad, 
and guilae ofthis miſeric? And did they not 
as much deſcrue ſuch deſtruction,as procure 
1t? Behold the mercy and inſtruction of Gods 
anger: I{racl hath now foreuer ended warre 
with Indah: but now is God to begin warre 
with !udah, He giues them timeto employ 
in ſofrow for their owne offence; and they 
peruerſcly employ it in joy , for their bre- 
threns rune : and were ſo vnable to forefee 


their owne puniſhment, that they were not 
able to ſce their owne finne. But when their 


 finne had increaſcd like Gods mercie; the 


Aſſyrian who was now as well acquainted 

wich the viRtorie, as with the way, comes.to 

fetch Tudea into Aſſyria; depriues Ieruſalem 

of a Kirg, and the King of hus eyes : —_

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firſt made ſight his affliction, by cauſing 
him to ſee theſlaughter of his ſonnes , then 
making blindneſſe a double affliction, by 
bindring him 1n his capnuitie, to ſee the cap- 
tiiticof his cnennie Iſrael. And as the Al- 
fyrian thruſt out his eyes, ſo now his capriue 
people may weepe out therrs : now may they 
ſit downe by the waters of Babylon, and in- 
creaſe them with their tearcs: now may they 
hang their Harpes vpon the willowes ; their 
mſ{truments now being as vnavle to yeeld 
muſicke, as the willow fruit; now hauc they 
leiſure toremember Sion , and themſclues, 
who did before forget both; and now may 
Iudah defire to returne to Sion, chough with 
Ifracl. Bur ſhall Iudah for euer bee diuided 
from [ſ{rael ? Or ſhall Iudah and [ſracl be for 
euer diuided from their Countrie? No, they 
hauc left ir, bur nor loſt 1 ; they haue not\olt 
their Countrie becauſe they haue nor loſt 
their God; who raiſeth Ezekicl co raiſe their 
hope : and in Aſſyria they recciue their 
Countrie zgame by promiſe, as afrerward by 
poſſeſſion ; returmng, from the capriuity of 
their bodies, to a happy captiuiry of cheir 
paſſions : being now as much _—_ 10

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loue; as they were before in affliction. 1udah 
returnes not inforrow, yet in teares; Wee- 
ping for joy, becaulc « hath no longer cauſc 
to weepe, hauing now changed the place, 
the moriue, and the nature of its teaxcs : 
through which i can ſcarce fre Jeruſalem. 
which it doth long to lee ; as if they would 
tmitate in their returne from Captiuity, 
the blindneſſe of chew King ,. when hce 
was ledde into Captiume. But doth not 
Ifrael alſo returne , that «© may repent 
mn joy for its .jdolatry and "166.49 Bp 
Doth not lſracl alfo returpe, tat ig may with

were not to offcra ſacrifice for ſinne; but to

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make the ſacrifice a {inne: this were nor to 
hope for ynion, and dominion, but to faine 
them; this were not to fulfill a prophette, bur 
violate it;and by an impious courteſie to de- 
fend a Prophet, and wrong the Lord of the 
Prophet, Our Meſlias is come, and hath 
excuſed the beaſt from ſacritice , as hee hac|: 
exculed vs from the neceſlitic of ſuch ſacri- 
fice.Otir MeſTias is come, but his Kingdome 
is not come; his Kingdeme- being not of this 
world : though in this world hee did the acts 
of a King; in vniting Nations, in fauing Na- 
tions. Bur did he vn Iudah and lfrael,who 
were 'o diuided that they could onely be v. 
nitcd by that God from whom they were dz. 


-uided? Or muſt we with the tedious Mille- 
nary wait for their ymon, till our foules with. 


expectation hauc wearicd our bodies? Nay, 
till our ſoules hauc lefr our bodies ?. Nay,till 
our ſoules reſume our bodies by our owne 
vnion at the Reſurrection? And mult we be- 
leeuc, that then , when all the world riſes 
trom the graue, ic muſt yer but walke in ts 
{l:epe fora thouſand yeeres? And that the 
[ewes (hall fee Chriit in Ierufalem, and vet 


not crucific him? And that they (hall haue 
E {uch 
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ſuch delights m marriage , that Cerinthus 
himſelfe, who inucnted ther, (hall bec wea- 
ry of chem ? Alas, at the Reſurrection. there 
all be no marriage,but of the Lambc: there 
{nall be no !eruſalem, but the heauenly le- 
ruſalem, for Iudah and Iſrael to be vritcd in. 
But will nor God in this world vnite chem,as - 
in this world he hath promiſed to vnite them? 
Iudah hath hadthe bleſling to returnes and 
hath not God a bleſling for Iſrael alſo ? hath 
he not promiſed this b clling to Iraelbalfo ? 
Or will nor God performe his promiſc , be- 
cauſe Iſrael hach not performed the condii- 
on of his promiſe ? Indeed hee did not giue 
them all the land of promiſe; but made ſome 
of it, alwayes a land but of promiſe, not that 
he neglected his promiſe made to Them but 
tro make them remember they had neglected 
their promiſe made to Him, and thar they 
did more prouoke his juſtice , then the Hea- 
then did euer prouoke their paſſion, But 
now wil you {cc how God doth at once mag- 
nific his Prophet & his mercy ? Will you ce 
the progreſle of his jcalouſie, which proues 
his word to bc himſelte impartcd to the eare? 
Obſcrue then the parts of time, by which the 

parts 
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parrs of his promiſe are famouſly diſtin- 
guiſhed; in which the parts of his promiſc 
are famouſly juſtified. When Cyrus gaue 
leauc to the lewes to deparr, nor from his 
Countries , yct to their owne , did hee 
ſtay Ifrael from this departure ? Or did 
Ifracl [tay it ſelfe from this departure ? 1s 
any man fo ſtupid, to ſuppoſe liracl fo 
ſtupid ? Doth hec nor delerue captiutce, 
that can thinke they would choole capti- 
uitie ? Perhaps ſome few (beſides the aged) 
made their lazie wiſhes trauell to leruſalem, 
in {teed of themſclues : ſome few, whoſe de- 
generate ſonles made them captue , where- 
focre they were, al:hough che Aſſyrian had 


- never conquered them, and although Cyrus 


did relcale them : fome few, who belike had 
lived as much without a God, as withour a 
Temple. Buc 1irael did returne;the people of 
Iracl, though not the name. Iſracl had before 


left out Gods Name; and now God leaucs 


out theirs - now all is !udah , which was be- 
forcas good, as all. God made them into one 
name, as well as into one Nation; and to 
thew his loue, gaue them for their Prince a 
Prince, whom he loued , his feruant Dauid; 


 Dauid, notm perſon , but in ſuccettion. He 
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gaue them Zorobabel, the reſtorer : with 
whom they returned to their owne land,and 
vere as welcome as the ſpring; with whom 
they returned totheir Ieruſalem, which was | 
as gladof them, as 1t was once of the Tem- 
ple; wich whome they returned, nor tothe | 
Temple, yet forthe Temple. And thus you 
ſee ihem voited in peace, which 1s their vnion 
among themſclues: but now you {hall ſee 
them vnitcd in holineſſe, which is an vnion 
in themſelues ; which 15 Gods vnion with 
them. When the Redecmer of Iſrael deſcen- 
}- dedto liracl, when God vouchſafed to en- 
dure flcſh , that man might bee as neere 
Gods nature, as God was Nlcaſed to be necre 
mans coyuerſation, hee made no difference 
betweene the Ieruſalem-lew and the Samari- 
tan-lew; but prouided Baptiſme to bee fo 
tempered for Li both , that though they 
' bothcamevnrou, diuuided by an inequalicic 
ot ſinne,they both depart vnited by an equa- ; 
lite of cleanneſlſe. One vnioa more you 
{hall behold ; you ſhall bchold it, tor as yet 
you cannot; and this 1s their vynion in tri- 
umph. You ſaw, before, Gods vnion with F 
them;and thas {hall be their vnion with God; | 


their ynion as new,as the leruſalem in which 
it 
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it ſhall bee; where Gods ſeruant Dauid (hall 
be their King , as long as thenew leruſalem 
{hall beca Kingdome. Zorobabel had not 
ſtrength enough to fulfill this promiſe; and 
our Mc{Tias had not time —_ to fulfill 
this promiſe : but when time [hall beeno 
more, then {hall our Meſſias the etcrnall Da- 
\ uidbetheir King and reitorcr tor cucrmore, 
Andthough this their vnion 1n triump his 
not yet performed, ard their vnion 1n holi- 
neſle, but in part performed; yet both (hall 
bee, and bec as much their wonder as their 
happineſle.Buttheir vnion in peace we haue 
beheld; and ch-ir vmion in peace they alſo 
might behold; apeace almoſt as adnurable, 
[5 as the Peacemaker. Cyrus and Zorobabel 
- were inſtruments , bur God was the workc- 
man, As at the ray{ing of the dead, the bones 
{hallreturne inco their method; and the duſt 
{hall bee moulded into fleſh, and the {inew 
ſhall gird them into a body , which the 
| breath of the Almighty will inſtruct with a 
| 


foule, a ſoule that thall vaderſtand che mercy 
of the Miracle: fo was the Reſurrc&tion of 
ludah and Iſracl from the graue of Ailyria. 


As when a man takes two itickes, and joynes 
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them one to another into one ſticke, and - 
they become one 1n his hand, as vercly one, 
as his hand, and more vnited, then the tin- 
ersof the hand : So was the vnion of !udah 
and iſrael.,ſo plaine, fo tirme inthe hand of 
the almighty. And the almighty did [tretch 
out his hand to itretch-out this vnion for an 
example: the fame yhercot (hall laſt, as long 
asthe world , and the bleſſing of it out-la{(t 
the world. The diuifion of ludah and [ſracl 
was the worke of men; which n confciled by 
being bad and ſhort :- burche vnion of [udah 
and [ſracl was the worke of God, begun on 
| earth, bur to bee fim{hed in Heaucn ;as if it 
'Y | ' _ wouldimitate the Eternitie of the author. It 
| is the art of Gods mercy to vaite ſinners a- 
3F mong themſclues, and yct by vaiting tem, S- 
| not to increaſe their {1nnes; nay, by vaiting 
them, to make their {innes the le(ie : but it 15 
"the holincefle of his mercy to vnuce {1nners to 
himſelfe, and by vniting them to make them 
Iike himſelfe. This is the bleſſing of 1udah 
and [ſraels vmon : chis 1s the wonder of the 
Gcd of vnion! Butis there no vnion, which 
by {imilicude can be-vnired with this vnion ? 
Doth the Creatour of the world contme his 
| powcr 
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wer to one Country , becauſc hee doth il. 
faſtrare 1:12 one Country ? Dothhe nor dil- 
ence his wonders like his effence,which can 
» as eminently euery where, as it 1s truely 
eucry where?Could not he make every won- 
der in the world,as broad as the lood, which 
was a wondcr as broad as the world?!or could 
he notas cafily hauc made another floud, as a 
Ram-bow, by which hetcls ys, he will make 
nere apother? And yer if we will view,by re- 
flection,our owne Countrie, we (hall almoſt 
almuch deceiue our eye,as employ it ;whiles 
we may thinke that as before wee ſaw Iudah 
and lſracl carried into Afſyria, fo now with- 
out a caprnuity they are broughr into Brita- 
ny,or by a Nationall Mcrempſychoſts, which 
Pychagoras neuer thought-on , that they arc 
changed into Britanic. Were not both our 
Britamies {ince the beginnirg of nature, vn1- 
ted by nature? Did not nature promde one 
friendly Twecd to purifie the inhabitants 
of them both, with the ſame waues ? Did 
ir not proutde one liberall Cheuiot to 
aduance them to an equal! height of the 
ſame ſports and proſpect ? Bchold the acti- 
ons of our Britanies , ſince they were vilible 


in carneſt, {incc by exactneſle of ro moWa 
- they 
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they haue refined themſelues from fable and 
neglect, and you [hall ſec, that they were fo 
wonderfully vnitcd , that there could bee no 
greater wonder, but that they ſhould after- 
ward bee diuided. You may lee how they 
were vnited in Entertainmet,the Pleaſure of 
friend{hip, when one King was receiued by 
another King into his Court and boforme, 
and yer was ncerer to his loue, then to his 
heart. You may ſec how they were vnited 1n 
Marriage,the Conſtancy of friend(hip;when 
one King would nor onely be the neighbour 
but alſo.the Sonne of rhe other King,& make 
ancercrvnion then by nature, wnhout na- 
ture. You may ſee how they were vnited in 
Warre,the —_— of triend{hip;when one 
- King was not onely ready to liuc with the 0- 
ther, but alſo to hie with him; as if they 
had chovghr they had not fufhicicnely proucd 
their friendthip,uill chey had ended 1c. Andat 
lait indeed they did end ir, and by a quicker 
way, before death, though.ſcldome without 
i, And you may ſeethem proſecute their di- 
uifion with fuch degrees of fury ; that the 1n- 
tention could not more eaſily make you be- 
leeuent were raturall , then the variery make 
you beleeuc 1t were artificial, Sometime you 
may 
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may ſec their paſſion ſo out-runne their rea- 
fon, that it runnes out of their Country, and 
begins a fnendſhip with a ſtranger, thar it 
may continue a quarrell with a neighbour; 
increaſing its ſtrength to increaſe its hatred, 
and labouring by multicude to be ſo ſure of 
reuenge, thatit may morcultly feare its aid, 
then its enemy, Somtime you may lee their 
paſhon fo. impotent, that chey will not gue 
themſelues the reſpite ro Ray for helpe;, bur 
preferring a quicke reucnge before a great, 
make ſmall incurſions for as ſmall ſpoylc; as 
tf many ofthem were to make vp bur one re- 
uenge; and yet all of them but expreſſe,how 
they rather wilhed one another a miſchiefe, 
then did one. Sometime you [hall ſee them 
more vnhappily deliberate , ſetling them- 
ſelues in vengeanceand a ſiege ; {hucring vp 
a City, that it may be opened to them ; way- 
ting ypon a City, and hating it; vexing them- 
ſclues as much with the delay of their deſire, 
as they could bedelightcd with the effect of 
their deſire, and continually more afraid of a 
repulſc,then the beficged were of death, nay, 
then of famine; which had it bin in the bcfic- 
pers trenches,might pcraduenture haue bro- 

en through the wals, and made thern con- 
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tent to make their victory inuifible, by ma- 

king their cnemics their conquelt , and their 
food. Sometime you thall fec the bloud of 
their flaine couer their carth;which by an in- 
ſtructing vie of the ſlaughter, doth ar the 
foulencilc of the fact, bluſh with the ſame 
bloud, with which it is ſtained ; nay, bluth ar 
the {laine, with their owne bloud. You ſhall 
hearc an our-cry for the captnury ofa King;a. 
if itendeavour'd to call him backe agane. 
You {hall heare the Trumpet found to re- 
- uenge, for th: {laughter of a King though his 
owne bloud had a lowder voice, And yct be- 
hold no Aſſyrian to imitate and chaltize theſe 
{laughters; And yetno deportation of heſe 
people into ſome land, on which they would 
haue bintaught to commit no violence, bur 
with the plough. But God GQid not {tretch 
out his hand to judgement; bur 1d correct 
them with their owne hands, marcing their fu- 
ry, which was their guilt, their purnthment, 
He threatned chem with captiuity : but gra- 
cioully did but threaten them, Bur hee con- 
quer d them both ; heconquered them with 
nis mercy; which vndertooke their vnion, 
when hope and reaſon had forſaken it.Could 
2ny man expect they {hould bee vnired by 
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marriage. which was ameanes that in former 
times had beene prooucd to bee weake; and 
now ſeemedas deſperate , as the warre that | 
'*followed it:wherein the royall Bridegroome 
falling by the irreuerent fury of the ſword left 
an infanc for his ſucceſſour ,-not able to vn- 
der{tandthe bleſſing of a Kirizdome, or the 
loile of a father; but lefta man for his ene- 
my, our laſt Henry, a King full of erumphs 
and hcires? Yet wcre they vnired from the 
bleſling of marriage; ard thus their firſt y- 
non was the ynion of their bodies, Could 
any man cxpect they {hould bee ynited by 
Religion, whulcs they beheld rwo glorious 
Queenes, the one famous for wiſdome , the 
other for wiſdome and happineſle,the one of 
<" age to bring vp her heirc, the other of age to 
beare an heir, but Princes as much dwuded 
by Religion, as they were vnited by narure? 
Yet were rlicy vnited in their ſucceſlour, 
who was heire 1n Royalry to theone, andin 
Royalty and Religion to the ode Thus were 
our Britanies vniced from the bletting of mar- 
riage by Religion alſo ; and this was the vn1- 
ont their foules. And row you will ex pect 


| they (hould be vmred i obedience.and now 
. they were vnited in obedience. which was the 
| [- - Ee 1 t Wm 
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ynion of their perſons : which was the vnion | 
of their bodies andſoules. And they were fo 
obedient ro this ſucceſſor,that aſſoon as they 
hcardof him , they did obey him ; withouc 
ambition , commending their owne obedi- 
ence, as much for the expedition , as for the 
finceritie. As ſoone as they heard of him, 
they did obey him ; loyally commandmg 
their King to loue them, by obeying the re- 
port of him, which did preuent his com- 
mand. Thc report had no ſooner entred the | 
care, bur like theſoule, it ſtraight informed 
the whole ſubject. It was in an inſtant in the 
heart, comanding loue : 1t was inthe tongue, 
commanding odnemcrs: 1t Was 1 
the knee, commmanding worſhip; it was 
inthe hand commanding applauſe;it was in 
the eyc commanding deſire; x was m the 
foot commanding ſpced, And yet, as if that 
had becne too flow, the report of the Kipg- 
dome ſtriucd ro be ſwifter then the report of 
the King,and taking horſe it carried the meſ- 
fenger waking and {leeping, Ir allowed him 
ſlcepe,butnot reſt; as if it would haue proo- 
ned, that euen the ſicepe of a good ſubject 
is buſtemn the Kings ſeruice. Bur wee haue 
heard of ſome Kings abroad , that haue 
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l beene heard-of , yet nor fo ſoone obeyed. 
When the right Reuercnd father in God, 
Henry King of Portugall had by the bold- 
ncfſe of death left his Crowne , as for a 
Crowne, he had beforc by the temptation of 
his right, put off hs Cardinals cap, Portugall | 
quickly heard of Philip of Spaine; butdidie ; 
as quickly obey him? And yer hee was heire 
to Charles the fift's glory and wiſdome;and 
b et hce was faine to vic more wildorne, by v- 

fi g more force,cre hce could winneobedi- 
ence; and fo whiles divers Pretenders labou- 
| red to prooue themſelucs ro bee neerer the 

Crowne, hee by a wiſer ſpeed proou'd him- 

felte to be neerer the Kingdome. Our neigh- 
v bours quickly heard of their greateſt Henry, 
, wmmortall for all Rauillac's. Knife; bur did 
they as quickly obey him? Was hee not faine 
to make them hearc his Drumme, as well as 
his fame ? But when our Peacemaker was 
heard of, there was no eurul, but of our joy; 
there was no voice of a Trumpet, bur to pro- 
claime our joy; there was no lifting vp of a 
hand, but of the hand that anointed him. 
God did preuent him with liberall ble{lings; 


he changed his Cradle into a Throne, and al-

Crownce,as his body with a Swath, H:+ hand 
did afrerevard lead him: his hand aid atter- 
ward protect him : and by a new Coronat- 
on doubled his Royalty with his age.
